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Irish Varieties 


It is the habit of certain wise- 
acres in the philatelic world to 
speak of the Irish varieties as 
“nettifogging.” This attitude which 
is not confined to the uninitiated, 
is entirely misleading and repre- 
hensible to a degree. We are 
constantly being reminded that 
Philately is a hobby; it also allows 
tremendous scope for individual- 
ism and, as in many other things, 
what is one man’s meat may be 
another man’s poison. So that 
those collectors who have a par- 
tiality for small game, will no 
doubt agree with the prospective 
buyer who, on being offered advice 
by his dealer, remarked that he 
should “jolly well take which he 
pleased.” 


Minor varieties even, are by no 
means peculiar to the Irish issues. 
Early British, for instance, abound 
in them—guide lines, double or 
filled letters and other small fry 
—but the “classic” collector does 
not consider it infra dig. to spend 
many leisure hours in the study of 
these, either alone or with other 
enthusiasts. 


Philately indeed would be but a 
eut and dried affair if varieties 
were eliminated, and interest cen- 
tered in straightforward pieces 
only, as is sometimes suggested. 

Of course, it must be understood 
that the variety is constant and 
not just a casual broken letter or 
figure. Taking this for granted, 
whatever may be said to the con- 
trary, there is a great field of in- 
terest among the humble as well 
as the more rare Irish pieces, and 
many varieties which today can 
be. picked up for a few pence or 
shillings cannot fail to increase in 
value as years go by. 

Much that has been written on 
these stamps was inspired by the 
first generation of enthusiasts. In 
recent days, however, a new gen- 
eration has sprung up, no less 
keen but perhaps more calm and

critical, satisfied to gather up the 
fragments as it were, provided 
that prices are right and that there 
is some hope of securing a few of 
the more elusive pieces which are 
now rarely seen outside an early 
collection. But there is a lack of 
general information among these 
recruits, for, except bald facts 
given in the limited space of cat- 
alogues, the only source of infor- 
mation as to specially interesting 
points is back numbers of philatelic 
journals, where notes were pub- 
lished while the various issues 
were still young. 

Searching, however, is very ted- 
ious work, and well nigh hopeless 
except for those who have a foun- 
dation of early knowledge to guide 
them. 


Let us then take a few of the 
most apparently popular varieties. 


The Missing Accents of the Three- 
line Thom Printing. 


In the first plate only, of five, 
we find an accent missing on one 
stamp—the twelfth in fifteenth 
row—in each sheet of the low 
values except 144d., 2d., 5d. and 
10d.; and in the high values two— 
the second stamp in third and 
eighth rows. On the %4d., 1d., 6d., 
1s and 10s. the error appears to 
have been quickly noticed and the 
accent inserted by hand, as copies 
of these without accent are very 
rare. In the case of the 10s. many 
were directly removed from the 
sheets and destroyed. The “red” 
values, 2%d., 4d. and 9d., which 
are the most common, appear to 
have been overlooked or allowed 
to run their natural life, as none 
of these are known with accent 
added by hand. The same is the 
case with the 3d., which, however, 
is much more elusive than the reds. 
In this group the 1d. with accent 
and “t” added has never been suffi- 
ciently appreciated. 


S Over E 


In Plate 2, the “S” of “Saorstat” 
instead of being to the left of “E” 
in “Eireann” was originally print- 
ed above it on the tenth stamp of 
the seventh and tenth rows in all 
values except 244d. and 4d. Cur- 
iously enough, while in many 
cases the error was corrected on 
the seventh row, the tenth ap- 
pears to have been left untouched, 
so that on some sheets, even of the 
same value, we get both errors and 
on some only one, which is always 
in the tenth row. This variety on 
the high values is poor. 


The Inverted Overprints 


Among the inverted overprints 
the %4d. Dollard and the 2d. Die 
II black, in used condition, rank 
highest; but the 1d. Dollard found 
postmarked about April 1922 is su- 
perior to either in both value and 
interest, for it is proof that at least 
one sheet was issued unnoticed 
about the same time as the 4d. 

At Messrs. Plumridges’ sale on 
November 8th-9th, 1928, a block of 
6 of the %d. with Control R21 
fetched £52. Surely a good invest- 
ment for someone—the only exist- 
ing Control! 


R Over S and R Over SE 


In this group the 2d. with black 
overprint is the most common. All 
the first Thom issue in black, that 
is, 144d., 2d., 6d. and 1s., are com- 
paratively common with R over S 
and R over SE; but the type was 
corrected, and for this reason all 
the values in blue-black and red are 
much more scarce. Any piece, even 
the 2d. black, is good which has the 
“R” well to the left of “S.” The 
16d., 5d. and 10d. which are among 
the values not found with true R 
over S—though some pieces come 
very near—are uncommon even 
with R over SE, and that is the 
rare black overprint. 
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There is a curious little variety, 
found in all values in conjunction 
with R over SE, and that is the 
“wide AC.” These have been in 
good demand especially in blocks 
from the top of sheets. 


Harrison Rialtas 2d., Dies I and II, 
Joined. 


This variety is almost more in- 
teresting than any among Irish, but 
it was smothered at birth—or near- 
ly so! The chief argument was 
that the 2d., Die II, was issued so 
long after the 2d., Die I, that it 
would be impossible to find them so 
joined.* It is not_known exactly 
when the 2d., Die II, was issued in 
1922, but a well- known Irish corre- 
spondent notified it in used condi- 
tion in October, and as all the other 
values were issued about the middle 
of July the period between the two 
issues could not have been so very 
long; and with probable remainders 
of Die I on hand, what more simple 
and obvious than that they should 
be used up with the new Die II? If 
it is thought necessary to warn col- 
lectors as to fakes in this particular 
case, why not for all the Harrison 
joins, which have always been in 
good demand In these days of pow- 
erful magnifying glasses who need 
worry over this question? 

Being on the subject of Harri- 
sons, I may mention that in the 
Saorstat rolls the %d. at least is 
found joined by hand where the 
strip had broken. I have come 
across such in collections, the 
piece being placed as a normal 
joined pair. The whole of the 
Harrison Rialtas printings, which 
have been so popular owing to 
their fine type and freedom from 
broken letters, are really varieties. 
A stamp of the Thom printing be- 
ing sent to London as copy, one 
with R over SE was apparently 
selected, so that all these stamps 
were printed R over SE instead of 
R over E. The value sent to 
Messrs. Harrison must have been 
one of the first Thom issue with 
black overprint, which, as I have 
said, contained many R over SE, 
for the Harrison appeared before 
any of the blue-blacks or reds. 

At one time and another there 
has been a good deal of conjecture 
as to why these Harrisons should 
be in larger type than the copy 
which was supplied for them. 

I recently put the question to 
a professional electrotyper and his

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reply was, “I think the explanation 
is that the printers had a photo- 
graphic copy made of the type, 
and the operator did not take suffi- 
cient care to see that this was 
exactly the same size as the or- 
iginal. From the negative a zinc 
plate was made, and from this 
zine plate the electrotypes with 
which the stamps were overprint- 
ed.” 


The Short “1” in Date 


This is a really good little va- 
riety—the clean cut half figure— 
and has been much sought after in 
singles, in blocks of 4 and in the 
full strip of 12 with Control. The 
5d. value is the only exception. 


Raised “A” in “Saorstat” 


This has certainly been popular, 
especially in the high values, 
where it is also known in conjunc- 
tion with the re-entry, and in cor- 
ner blocks of 12 where the variety 
appears sometimes once and some- 
times twice. It is listed in spe- 
cialist catalogues in all values 
except 11¢d., 2d. and 3d. I person- 
ally have never found it on the 1d., 
though it is quite possible it may 
exist, for those who are fortunate 
enough to possess complete sheets 
have often been able to “go one 
better” than either specialist or 
catalogue! 


Sheets with Narrow and 
Wide Dates 


Among the “Government” high 
values the sheets with combined 
narrow and wide dates have re- 
ceived very marked attention, but 
the 5/- and 10/- considerably out- 
numbered the 2/6. These print- 
ings were, I believe, from the two 
“Castle” types and not a combin- 
ation of Thom and Castle. 

Taking but these few major and 
minor varieties should be sufficient 
to show that enthusiasm for 
“Trish” is not so ill-placed as here 
and there one would have us be- 


lieve. On the question of prices 
there may be some cause for 
criticism. Many of the minor va- 


rieties are certainly overpriced in 
Irish specialist catalogues, one- 
half or even one-third would be 
better in some cases. On the other 
hand, taking all the circumstances 
into consideration, some of the 
rare pieces are underpriced; so 
that comprehensive collections at 
worst may have cost only average 
prices, and at best may contain 
many pieces which it is now almost 
impossible to secure.

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DEATH OF C. E. NICKLES became a pioneer in first day and 
first flight covers. U. S. U S 





Charles E. Nickles, a_ pio- 
neer first day of issue and first 
fight air mail cover dealer and 
member of the leading philatelic 
societies, passed out at 3:30 a. m., 
February 9, 1930, after but a brief 
illness of pneumonia. 

He left surviving him a devoted 
wife, Madeline, a loving mother, 
Lillie, and father, John M. (assist- 
ant librarian of the Geological 
Survey), a brother, Edward B.; 
and three sisters, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Burch, Mrs. Alice Griffith, and 
Ruth Nickles, and a host of 
friends, who mourn his untimely 
passing. 

Born in Sparta, Illinois, March 
20, 1891, he came to Washington 
at an early age, and soon became 
identified with business affairs, 
first with the Washington Post, 
then building up for himself a 
worth while business, specializing 
in stamps and covers. 

Funeral services were conducted 
by Rt. Rev. Charles E. Fultz 
(Bishop of the United Brethren 
Church—of which he was a mem- 
ber) and attended by a large cir- 
cle of relatives and friends from 
the Board of Trade, governmental 
departments and other citizens. A 
wealth of floral offerings attested 
the esteem in which he had been 
held by those with whom he had 
been associated. A dutiful son and 
brother, loving husband and 
faithful friend has passed on to 
his just reward. 

At an early age he was called 
by the philatelic urge, by which he 
came honestly by inheritance, for 
his father was a stamp collector 
in his younger days and has con- 
tinued to the present time, even 
though he has arrived at the al- 
lotted age of man—he is still “go- 
ing strong.” 

Early in life the father inter- 
ested several of his brothers, who 
maintained an interest in stamp 
collecting until they, too, passed 
on. 


Charles and his brother Ernest 
B. received from the father early 
instructions in the little “scraps 
of paper” that have been so allur- 
ing and of much interest and 
value. Ernest drifted off into the 
broad field of engineering which 
became his life’s endeavor, while 
Charles became more and more 
interested in stamps until he 
started in, like most youngsters, 
by building up a fine approval serv- 
ice. Seeing the light ahead, he 


By close attention to the needs 
of his clients, promptness, fair 
dealing, uniform courtesy and in- 
spired with a love for the hobby 
he built up for himself a lucrative 
business, second to none in his 
chosen line, approvals, new issues 
and covers. In addition to which, 
with his “Washington Stamp 
News” and his systematic adver- 
tising in the philatelic press he 
has not only assisted in advertis- 
ing and creating a demand for 
stamps from the U. S. Philatelic 
Agency, but has left behind him a 
monument for honesty, integrity 
and fair dealing that has resulted 
in a flourishing business WHICH 
WILL BE CARRIED ON BY 
THOSE WITH WHOM HE HAS 
BEEN ASSOCIATED. His affairs 
were so adjusted and “up to the 
minute” that when the “final sum- 
mons” came his rest in his casket 
must have been serene and peace- 
ful with the knowledge that his 
messengers (covers with the new 
purple air mail stamp) were be- 
ing at the time wafted through the 
air to the four corners of the 
globe, and that the color, purple, 
had been designated especially in 
his honor, in token of his interest 
in aero-philately. 

He was an active member of the 
Society of Philatelic Americans 
and the Washington Philatelic 
Society (in both of which the 
writer proposed him for member- 
ship); American Philatelic So- 
ciety; American Stamp Dealer’s 
Association; American Air Mail 
Society; Philatelic Plate Number 
Association; San Francisco Stamp 
Society; and the Washington 
Board of Trade. 

His passing came as a distinct 
and sudden shock to those who 
knew him intimately and _ best; 
and his loss will be keenly felt by 
philatelists with whom he has 
come in contact personally or by 
correspondence, and from whom 
heartfelt sympathy and condolence 
has gone and will go to the be- 
reaved ones who mourn his loss. 
Another Charles has departed 
from our midst. 


Honest and kind in all his ways, 
Fair and just to the end of his 
days;

ANOTHER WAY TO COLLECT 





Albert E. Gorham of Washing- 
ton, D. C., sends a number of 
strips of the current coil stamps 
to show the wide range of shades 
that appear in these stamps.

It is known 
that the guide line appears after 
each 17th stamp in a coil. How- 
ever, this guide line may appear 
after the first, second, third or 
any other stamp in the coil when 
beginning at the first stamp in a 
coil and then again 17 stamps 
farther on. Mr. Gorham gathers 
all denominations by taking the 
paper tab at the beginning of the 
coil and collecting strips showing 
the guide line in each position, af- 
ter the first seventeen stamps in 
the coil. It’s certainly going the 
limit in collecting and I suppose 
after he gets all of them that 
way that he will start in with the 
endings and work them out back- 
wards.

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BURO PRECANCEL NOTES 





By the Publisher 





A letter from Mr. Louis G. Bar- 
rett of West Roxbury, Mass., un- 
der date of February 3, speaks of 
a matter that we believe is of in- 
terest to collectors. It seems also 
that Mr. Barrett has found the 
right solution to a question that 
has appeared in the Precancel 
Press a number of times lately. 
Mr. Barrett says: 

“I received the Linprint Bureau 
Precancel Album in good condi- 
tion shortly before New Years, but 
have been so busy that I did not 
start the job of changing over 
from my old albums. Allow me 
to congratulate you upon the fine 
appearance and general makeup 
of the album and the fine paper 
used for the pages. I had been 
expecting to see some remarks 
long before this, in the Weekly 
and have been surprised that such 
a fine product should have met 
apparently with such a cool recep- 
tion. I surely trust you may have 
received other letters commending 
it. If not, I should be inclined to 
change the remark ‘What is the 
matter with Precancels?’ to 
‘What is the matter with Precan- 
cel Collectors’.” 

There is much food for thought 
in the remarks above and prob- 
ably a bit of thought along that 
line will be worth while. 





Mr. Barrett also calls attention 
to an error in the Precancel news 
in the issue of this paper for Jan. 
25. The stamps described are his 
property and he is therefore able 
to correct the error. 

“On page 199, the second item 
in the list of stamps reads ‘Indian- 
apolis, Ind., old 1c, perf. 10x10 
strip of three, etc.’—should read 
‘Chicago, Illinois, old 4c _ perf 
10x10, vertical strip of three, with 
middle stamp showing no period 
after ILL’.” 

Mr. Barrett submits another va- 
riety which is a very interesting 
one and while due to a defect of 
some sort either in the making 
of the plate or in the process of 
printing, it is a variety that would 
seem to stand out as of greater 
interest than anything outside of 
the famous MIKwaukee error. 

The variety in question is a 
stamp showing a small “J” in the 
N. J. of a Newark, N. J. The J 
is about half normal height, and 
on the copy submitted by Mr. Bar- 
rett is perfectly formed. It looks 
as though it had been squeezed 
down from the top, the top serifs 
showing clearly on the copy at 
hand. Naturally a variety so 
plain as this would attract any- 
one and after a careful search of 
my own collection and duplicates 
I found a block of four of the 5c 
stamp with the same little J on 
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one of the stamps, so that we can 
conclude that the variety is con- 
stant and will be well worth look- 
ing for.

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NEW FIVE CENT AIRMAIL 





Considering the many conflict- 
ing reports regarding the issue of 
this stamp in the past few months, 
the department must have had a 
hard time producing it. It was 
announced in various sizes and 
shapes and in a variety of differ- 
ent designs, according to rumor. 
The final product, however, was 
something entirely unexpected and 
different than we had been look- 
ing for. Collectors, however, will 
approve the new stamp for several 
reasons. The design is good and 
the size is one that makes the 
stamp stand out from ordinary va- 
rieties. If we were to criticize the 
stamp in any way it would be be- 
cause there is not enough contrast 
between the design and the back- 
ground supporting it in the cen- 
tral portion of the stamp. The 
strong solid colors around the fig- 
ures of value and the wording on 
the stamp should have been car- 
ried into the background or into 
the design in order to make great- 
er contrast and a much more strik- 
ing stamp. 

The design of this stamp is a 
replica of the insignia worn by all 
airmail pilots. The insignia was 
originally designed by Col. L. H. 
Brittin, manager of the Milwau- 
kee-Twin Cities airmail lines and 
was first worn by pilots who flew 
the mail from Milwaukee to the 


north.

Zeppelin Subsidy 


A bill will shortly be introduced 
in Congress authorizing a govern- 
ment subsidy, similar to the sub- 
sidy granted to American ships 
carrying mail by water, to diri- 
gibles for Air Mail service from 
the Pacific Coast to Manila, Phil- 
ippine Islands; and it is believed 
that the P. O. Department will re- 
gard same with favor. And why 
not subsidize Air Ships carrying 
mail, as well as ships of the Mer- 
chant Marine? 


They May Go by Air Mail 


If the Waters Bill becomes a 
law and the P. O. Department 
contracts for a certain amount of 
space in the contractors’ planes, 
whenever there is not enough reg- 
ular Air Mail to fill such space, 
the department can fill such addi- 
tional space with ordinary mail, 
and it would cost the government 
nothing extra for the carriage of 
that quantity, beyond what they 
had agreed to pay in any event.

AIR MAIL PILOTS THAT 
I KNOW

Many collectors of flown covers 
would like to know something 
about the pilots who fly the air 
mail routes, especially the pilots 
who have autographed covers for 
collectors, 

I have the pleasure of knowing 
quite a few of these air mail pi- 
lots personally. Some of them I 
have had air trips with and I 
think some of the collectors would 
appreciate a little of their history, 
so this time I will mention two, 
and will give a brief detail of 
both. The first one that I will 
mention is Pilot Warren R. Vine, 
ve “Squabby” by his fellow pi- 
ots. 

“Squabby” is still a young chap, 
handsome if I had my way of de- 
scribing him, dark complected, and 
is only 24 years old. He has been 
associated with the Embry-Riddle 
Company since its beginning, 
when T. Higbee Embry, its Presi- 
dent, and John Paul Riddle, its 
General Manager, owned a couple 
of Wacos, and had an old barn to 
keep them in, and operated from 
an undeveloped field, back in 1925. 
_Vine worked as a mechanic un- 
til he learned to fly and had ac- 
cumulated enough flying hours to 
obtain his transport license. 

One of his most important feats 
was flying of a mapping job for 
the Government, in the fall of 
1928, over 1700 miles of the Cum-

berland River. On this trip he 
met Mrs. Vine, a Tennessean, and 
they were married in the air over 
Nashville, Tenn. 

Mr. Vine now flies the air mail 
between Chicago and Cincinnati— 
very often on night runs. He has 
over 2500 hours of flying time, all 
of which accumulated in the serv- 
ice of Embry-Riddle Company. 
He has a very low transport li- 
cense number, which is 671, his 
favorite brand of cigarettes is Old 
Gold. I have enjoyed night flying 
with “Squabby,” he being very 
quiet in nature, but a very careful 
pilot. He lives at 2805 Madison 
Road, Cincinnati, Ohio, where he 
maintains a residence. 

My next pilot friend is nick- 

named “Mac,” right name is C. O. 
Maguire, and he also lives in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, at 522 Tusculum 
Ave., and also is a pilot on C. A. 
M. 24, 
“Mac” comes from Portal, N. D., 
where he graduated from high 
school. Immediately after his 
graduation he came to Cincinnati, 
where he studied law for four 
years, passing the State of Ohio 
Bar examination in 1928. He also 
learned to fly at the Embry-Riddle 
Flying School, taking courses in 
1926, and was employed by the 
company in turn as office manager, 
instructor and director of the 
school. 

He now divides his time flying 
the air mail between Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis, and directing the 
activities of the flying school. He 
has nearly a_ thousand flying 
hours to his credit, and has Trans- 
port license number 1480. He is 
a dandy chap to ride with, and I 
for one have enjoyed air trips with 
him.

Perhaps you do not 
think I know the difference be- 
tween a general delivery window 
and a three-m quad, but that is a 
mistake. My general information 
is far beyond my years.

REGARDING COUNTERFEITS 


In regard “Counterfeits and 
Fakes” in your issue of Feb. 8, I 
would like to see them tabooed, 
but what does an ordinary stamp 
collector know about them. For in- 
stance I have a set of Samoa 
stamps that I sent to a well 
known Philatelist in Chicago. He 
wrote me they were, in his opin- 
ion, genuine, as he compared 
them with some Samoa stamps on 
cover. I also have a Baden stamp 
No. 5, 9 kr. (error)—by the way 
cataloging $1,100—which has con- 
fused several stamp collectors, but 
in order to get this suspense set- 
tled I sent all these stamps to the 
Expert of the A. P. S. with the 
result that the Samoa stamps were 
reprints and the Baden artificially 
dyed. Of course, that settles it! 

Now I have them marked ac- 
cordingly but how could I have 
done this before. 

A fine is made by the A. P. S. 
for entering counterfeits, yet the 
one who enters these stamps may 
be innocent, thus he should not 
pay a fine. This is a matter for 
the sales manager and if he is in 
doubt he should consult the Ex- 
pert of the A. P. S. whose verdict 
must be final! 


I do not cast the stamps men- 
tioned away but keep them for 
reference. I suppose for this 
purpose some sell these stamps at 
auction but probably it would be 
best not to do so, unless distinctly 
marked, best with a rubber stamp, 
applied to the back of the stamp.

METER PERMITS 


I have before me as I write, a 
heavy manila envelope, bearing 
two meter stamps, a 2c and a 20c 
in the shape of a_ perforated, 
square postage stamp. The cover 
also carries the regular oblong 
registration number box, and the 
permits are obliterated by two 
regulation registered mail killers, 
consisting of concentric ovals. 
This is the first piece of mail, 
franked with meter permits, that 
I have seen cancelled. The en- 
velope attracted me, because of 
the high value permit, (20c), 
which was most likely used by a 
firm, sending a lot of registered 
mail. However, it doesn’t seem 
plausible that a meter frank could 
be re-used as in the case of an 
adhesive, and yet—sight is indis- 
putable evidence.
